Clings to Its Power. 

The Ebert government's only hope 
of remaining in power is to keep out 
the entente soldiers. For that reason 
I think they are going to sign the 


/Ppeace terms. 


The Ebert government proves in its 
very elaborate and expensive military 
program in the Ruhr district its great 
desire to retain control of Germany. 
Soldiers are everywhere throughout the 
district, and Dusseldorf, Remscheid, 
Essen, Bochem, Gelsank, Hamborn, 
Bottrop, Duisburg, and many other 
towns are in a state of siege and oc- 


cupied by large detachments of Noske 
guards. 


As I understand the difference in 
German law between martial law and 
a state of siege it is that while all civil 
rights are suspended in a state of siege 
as under martial law the death pen- 
alty cannot be inflicted. 

“Pinched” in Remscheid. 

This knowledge was very comfort- 
ing to me last night when I was ar- 
rested by half a dozen young Noske 
soldiers as I stepped off the street car 
In Remscheid. We got to the market 
place at Remscheid about 6 o’clock in 


the afternoon. I heard two shots fired’ 


and saw people running. The man sit- 
ting by my side said the shots were 
only what the Germans call “fear 
shots,” fired to disperse a crowd. 
Still I wanted to know what was 
going on, and, with another American 
correspondent, I got off the car.

The casualties in the fighting were 
five Spartacans and one government 
guard, while twenty-eight Spartacans 
were captured. The men who attacked 
the castle had hidden a number of 
loaded rifles in the bushes surround- 
ing it. 

Later in the night further shooting 
was heard, which at first was a mys- 
tery, but later it was learned that the 
firing had been done by government 
troops sent out to repulse an attack 
by Erfurt Spartacans, who had 
planned an attack on Weimar simul- 
taneously with the attack on the castle. 


The connection of the Erfurt Sparta- 
cans with the whole affair has not yet 


been cleared up. 

The situation was calm this morn- 
ing, but at all the public buildings the 
guards were increased.

Relief or a Receiver in 
Year, He Informs 
Utility Body. 


The “inside story” of the finances 
ef the Peoples Gas Light and Coke 
comtpany, of its contracts for the pur- 
chase of coke used in the manufac- 
ture of gas, and of its control of 
subsidiaries producing coke was re- 
lated yesterday by Samuel Insull, 
chairman of the board of directors. 
, He was on the stand before the state 
" public utility commission, which has 
been petitioned for an increased gas 
Mr. Insull intimated unless re- 
lief was forthcoming the utility cor- 
poration’ would be in the hands of a 
receiver within a year. 

. In direct examination by attorneys 
for the gas company he told how, on 
May 20, the company had canceled a 
‘contract for coke at $2.50 a ton from 
the F..G. Hartwell Coal company and 
had entered into another with the Pea- 
body Coal company pater which it 
paid $6 a ton. 

Sees $300,000 

Despite the apparent increase of 
$3.50 a ton, Mr. Insull said that, be- 
cause of the higher quality of gas- 
producing material furnished under 
the second: contract and because it in- 
sured regular deliveries of larger quan- 
tities, it was estimated by company 
engineers by March, 1920, a saving 
of $300,000 would have been effected. 

“tt was cheaper to buy expensive 
coke and get larger quantities than to 
depend on the small, irregular deliv- 
eries under the old arrangement,” 
said Mr. InsuS. “In fact, the lower 
priced contract showed a book loss of 
$55,000 when canceled.” 

He told how, because of the diffi- 
culty in getting coke during war time 
and the winter seasons, the Peoples 
Gas Light and Coke company had ab- 
sorbed control of the Manufacturers’ 
Coal and Coke company, declaring if 
the gas company had undertaken to 
get control of producing corporations 
previously, it would not be financially 
embarrassed today. His statement 
was voluntary and at the suggestion 
of the gas company lawyers. 

Controls Coke Stock. 


“Taking up: the contract with the 
Manufacturers’ Coal and Coke com- 
pany, is the Peoples Gas Light and 
Coke company in control of its stock?” 
asked Attorney Timothy F. Mullen for 
the gas corporation. 

_ “It ts,” replied Chairman Insull. “I 
might state here that I believe gas 
- end electric companies should control 
the production of the coal, fuel, vm 


f oll they use. This is the policy I 


carried out fm most of the utili 1 
am connected with. 

. “But for the contro! of this produc- 
tion, the Commonwealth Edison com- 
pany would be in the same deplorable 
financial condition as the Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke company. I am glad 
to state this, because for years this 
policy was criticized by the city coun- 
¢cil, which had, or thought it had, the 
power to regulate our affairs. 

“I don't believe the gas company 
will be able to function satisfactorily 
until it owns the source of production. 
We had a great deal of trouble getting 
fuel during the winter of 1917 and ex- 
pected it during the winter of 1918.” 

What Peabody Gets. 

Detalls of the formation of the Man- 
ufatturers’ Coal and Coke company 
showed the Peabody Coal company-had 
carried about half of the financial bur- 
den of the organization and in return 
he hired to operate it on a percentage 

is. 

“What does the Peabody company 
get out of its operations?” Commis- 
sioner Funk asked. 

“We pay $3,600 a year to defray 
general office expenses, 10 cents a ton 
for the coal mined each month, a fur- 
ther payment*of 10 per cent of total 
costs on the installation of permanent 
improvements, and 6 per cent of the 
selling price on all coal sales.”

Boosts Obtained by Cuts 
in Appropriations. 


More street cleaning and garbage re- 
moval work can be done by the bureau 
ef streets for the balance of this yedr 


a subcommittee of the city council 
committee on finance, which is revis- 


ing the annual budget to conform with 
the added tax rate. 

The subcommittee allowed $350,000 
to be added to the street and garbage 
work account. This gives the bureau 
a total of $1,947,500 to be spent for 
the last six months of this year. 

The aldermen ordered the position of 
smoke inspector abolished. The bal- 
ance of the smoke bureau will be trans- 


ably the health department. Health 
Commissioner Robertson asked that 
this be done. The smoke inspectorship 
is vacant, William H. Reid having 
been made commissioner of public serv- 
ice. 


Net Cuts Total $500,000. 

It was estimated last night that 
the subcommittee had made net cuts 
of about $600,000 in the appropriation 
pill. This will go toward the $2,700.- 
000 salary. increases for all city em- 
ployés the aldermen are trying to find. 

The subcommittee took a wallop at 
the detective bureau. It abolished the 
jobs of temporary lieutenants of de- 
tective. Civil service examinations for 
these jobs, which pay $2,500 a year! 
each, never have been held, and they 
have been filled by regular lieuten- 
ants and sergeants. The aldermen 
were of the opinion that the work can 
be done by regular lieutenants. 

Also Abolish 11 Senior Detectives. 

The aldermen also abolished the jobs 
of eleven temporary senior detective 
sergeants at the bureau. These are 
places used for promotional purposes 
by the chief in the rewarding of mer- 
itorious patrolmen. ‘The pay for these 
and the temporary lieutenants is high- 
er than for regular work.

soft, almost oozy cheeses first, and 


| cook them deliciously. 


Cottage ‘dhdebe, if made in what I 
consider the best way, is one of those 
tender, oozing, whey cheeses. The hest 
way, to my mind, is not to pour just 
as much hot water over the sour milk 
as there is milk. It dilutes and almost 
entirely wastes the whey, which con- 
tains precious food elements. ' 
Few women take pains to use the 
whey in bread making, and we do not 
eat the sort of soups in which it might 
be used. What we leave in the cottage 
cheese is just so much gain and saves 
the butter or cream which so many 
| think must-be added to the cheese, 
especially when we mix the cheese 


.| with chopped nuts or shredded i prunes, 


or with jelly or fruit juices. Last year 


‘|i recipes for using cottage cheese were 


multiplied to quanti- 
ties. 

‘Since bacteria multiply so rapidly in 
milk, since even pasteurized milk cov- 
ered with the snow ice the milk deal- 
ers use over it—dirty stuff—I think it 
a good plan sometimes in making cot- 
tage cheese to raise the sour milk to 
the lowest pasteurizing temperature of 
145 degrees, but not one degrees hotter |. 
than that or the curds will be har- 
dened. 
Because of its thickness, sour milk 
heats rapidly directly over gas turned 
medium high, and should be constantly 
stirred to distribute the heat. Turn off 
the gas and let it stand over the hot 
burner @for ten minutes, and set the 
kettle then into cold water for a half 
hour, ‘preferably ice cold, before drain- 
ing off the cheese. The softest. and 
most oozing cottage cheese can be 
made withoué heating the milk. If it 
has been repasteurized and kept 


fully, the heating is not necessary.
